CONTRIBUTION AND ASSIGNMENT AGREEMENT 

THIS CONTRIBUTION AND ASSIGNMENT AGREEMENT is made and entered into 
on June 2001 and effective as of July 1, 2001 by and between i2 Technologies, Inc., a 
Delaware~c^rporation (" Assignor" ) and i2 Technologies US, Inc., a Nevada corporation 
(" Assignee ").
